A woman, the Hon. Irene Parlby, 
of Alberta, represents Canada in the 
assembly of the -League of Nations 
at Geneva this year, This recognition 
has been given by the new Conserva- 
tivé Prime Minister to the notable 
Alberta: group of women whose suc- 
cessful fight before the Privy Coun- 
cil won admission for. women as 
“persons” to the Senate, thus® er- 
abling the former Prime Minister to 
| appoint Hon. Cairine Wilson as Can- 
ada’s first woman Senator, 

With Sir Robert Borden, who will 
take Canada’s seat in the Council of 
the League, and Hon. Thomas 
Chapais, French-Canadian  states- 
man and historian, will go this wo- 
}man who was the second cabinet min- 
ister in the British Empire, and who, 
although an Englishwoman, has 
identified herself with the essence of 
the Canadian. point of view. 

Hon. Mary Irene Parlby yvas born 
at 71 Eccleston Square, London, Eng- 
land, in 1868, the daughter of Lieut.- 
Col, Ernest Lindsey Marryat, an Eng- 
lishman, and “Elizabeth Lynch Mar- 
ryat, who was Irish. She came to Can- 
ada in 1896, on a visit to friends on 
aranch. “Of course, I stayed,” Mrs. 
Parlby said once in an interview. “My 
visit of a few months to friends on 
+ their ranch led to a permanent occu- 
pation—the interesting! vocation of 
wife and fellow-worker in the build- 
ing of a Canadian farm home.” 
| Her marriage to Mr. Walter Cov- 
entry Hall Parlby, who is an Oxford 
| graduate, took place on March 14, 
1897. Mrs. Parlby had been provin- 
cial president of the U.F.W.A. and a 
member of the board of governors 
of the University of Alberta before 
her election to the Legislature in 
1921, but resigned from her univer- 
sity position on entering the Cabinet 
as minister without portfolio. 

Hon. Mrs. Parlby has shown singu- 
lar genius in her understanding of 
the new country. When she was in 
England a few years ago, she spokg

How Famous General Died 


Came Through Many Wars and Met 
Death In Auto Crash 

General Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien 
was one of the most famous British 
soldiers of modern times. In _ the 
course of an active army caréer be- 
ginning nearly fifty years ago, he had 
faced all kinds of savage tribesmen 
and civilized foes, faced all kinds of 
weapons of warfare, faced disease 
and death in many forms. He was 
several times mentioned for bravery, 
so that he could not be accused of 
hiding in a staff bilfet many miles 
from the line of fire. 

He fought in the Zulu war, the 
Egyptian wars, in the Soudan, in In- 
dia, in South Africa, and took,part in 
various expeditions. He commanded 
the second division of the “Contemp- 
tibles” in the world war. 

And recently he died as the result 
of an automobile crash on a quiet, 
English road.

A plan to build up the livestock 
industry of Hastern Canada and at 
the same time provide a market for a 
part of the grain surplus of West- 
ern Canada, has been devised by the 
interested parties. 


Western wheat pools, Eastern live-, 


stock interests and packers have con- 
ferred with the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, the Ontario Agricul- 
twral College and the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, resulting in 
the appointment of J. H. Newsome, 
the Wheat Pool’s Toronto representa- 
tive,.and S. E. Todd, secretary of the 
Industrial and Development Council, 
of the Canadian Meat Packers’ As- 
sociation, to work with the govern- 
ments in furthering the plan. 

Hon. George Weir,. Minister of 
Agriculture, has authorized the Do- 
minion livestock branch to put into 
operation for a period of five months 
ending January 1, 1931, a feeder 
purchase policy which will enable the 
FKastern Canada Livestock raiser to 
amplify:his stock from western herds. 

Under this policy the Dominion 
branch will pay one-way railway fare, 
berth and living expenses en route 
of any applicant in Eastern Canada 
who agrees to purchase one or more

the west, to be brought east for fin- 
ishing on the standard prices coarse 
gra'n feeds which the Wheat Pool 
guarantee to, supply.

No Excuse |For Fatalities Due To 
Automobile Accidents 
Here is a striking comparison and 
one which merits study; the Ameri- 
can fatalities in’ action during! the 
World War totaled 37,568; the 
American fatalities from automobiles 
during 1929 totaled 88,061. This fact 
ls driven home in a. recent cartoon 
by J. N. Darling, published under 
the caption “Why All This Discrim- 
. mation?” That the number of auto- 
_ mobile fatalities calls for definite and 
irastic action no one will deny. 
Just the same, there is another 


side to the shield, which it were well | 


not to ignore, These 37,568 fatalit- 
les of the war years were mostly men 
in the prime of life, who were sacri- 
ficed to the world’s intolerance and 
hate. They were drawn perforce into 
the maelstrom of destructive forces 
in the inevitable turmoil of war's 
frightful ravages, The 33,061, of 1929, 
were victims of foolishness and care- 
lessness in many cases, it is true, but 
more particularly of the fact that to 
date one of the greatest advances in 
the world’s material history has not 
yet been completely controlled. 
Before passing final judgment on 
this situation therefore, it might be 
well to bajance the countless fright- 
ful after effects of the war, aside 
altogether from bodily injuries 
against the equally countless bless- 
Ings that the automobile has con- 
ferred on millions of individuals, 
After all is said, however, nothing 
tan excuse the unnecessary and 
inordinate loss of life due to the 
automobile.’ That an agency so cap- 
able of good should be linked in 
such close association with tragedy 
is in the highest degree deplorable. 
This fact calls for the greatest indi- 
vidual care and watchfulness as well 
as vigorous legislative measures. —

* Immigration Returns 


58,278 Entries To Canada During 
First Four Months Of Present 
Fiscal Year 

Immigration to Canada for the first 
four months of the present fiscal year 
(April, May, June and July)’ 
amounted to 58,273, according to a 
statement issued by the Department 
of Immigration and Colonization. 
This compares with an immigration 
of 94,214 for the same period a year 
ago, and shows & falling off of 35,941 
or 88 per cent. 

By major classifications immigra- 
tion for the four months this year 
compared with the same four months 
a year ago was: British, this year, 
19,317, last year 41,054; United 
States, this year, 12,075, last year, 
14,773; northern European races, this 
year, 11,109, last year, 17,797; Other 
races, this year, 15,772, last year, 20,- 
590. 

During the period from April 1 to 
July 31, 13,090 Canadians who had 
gone to the United States intending 
to stay there returned to Canada for 
permanent residence. These are not

Business Picking Up 


Increase In Trade For Canada Is 
Shown By Statistics 

A slight picking up in trade in 
Canada is indicated by early statis- 
tics for July, issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Increased im- 
‘ports of raw rubber over the preced- 
ing month, and increased exports of 
manufactured rubber goods would in- 
dicate increasing activity in the. 

Canadian rubber industry. Newsprint. 
exports in July were higher than in 
June, and exports of other paper 
manufacturers were well maintained. 

Dairy products were exported in 
larger quantities, particularly cheese 
and butter, with China taking a large 
proportion of the butter exports, and 
Great Britain and the Irish Free 
States taking the bulk of Canada’s 
Cheese. An increase in exports of 
fresh milk to the United States is 
noted. .

Vancouver Has Attained Importance

During the 1929-30 crop year which 
ended July 31st last, a total of 465 
ships loaded 49,673,282. bushels of 
grain at the port of Vancouver for 
world ports. This mi an average 
of more than one ship for every day 
in the year, Of this total 39 ships 
took full cargoes at the port. 

A survey of the shipments for the 
season shows that 314 vessels were 
loaded with 42,828,497 bushels for the 
British Isles and Europeah ports, 99 
took 5,617,228 bushels for the Orient; 
84 ships with 817,930 bushels cleared 
for Central and South America; 11 
carried 121,264 bushels to Australia 
and New Zealand, and séven loaded 
288,363 bushela for South Africa,

A suryey of Canada’s coal problem, 
a restatement of the anomalies of the 
nation’s existing fuel situation, ahd 
some recommendations concerning 
the future are contained in a vol- 
called “The Fuel 
Problem of Canada,” by —, Nor- 
degg, of Ottawa. 

Mr. Nordegg, who has been inti- 
mately associated with western coal 
mining for many years, first of all 
looks over the present situation, and 
in doing so discloses some striking 
33,000,000 tons 
of coal annually, of which 20,000,000 


are imported. Yet Canada holds 
one-s of the total coal reserves 
of the world, most of it of suffi- 


ciently high quality to take the place 
At present the

seems to the author to be not very 
rosy.

Pian To Meet the Need For Doctors 
In Rural Areas 


Saskatchewan is the home in Can- 
ada of the co-operative movement. It 
began the co-operative marketing of 
its grain before the War, and. co-op- 
erative purchasing of many, things, 
from prize stock to binder twine, has 
been tried successfully in this prov- 
ince. Saskatchewan's latest venture 
into the co-operative field is found in 
a scheme to meet the need for doc- 
tors and. medical attention in the ru- 
ral areas. 

Two years ago a law was passed 
through the Provincial Legislature 
providing that the council of every 
municipality might submit a plebis- 
cite to the people for sanction of an 
annual grant to a legally qualified 
medical practitioner resident in the 
municipality as an inducement to 
such a practitioner to reside and 
practice there, and in consideration 
of such residence the doctor is guar- 
anteed a sum varying from $900 -to 
$1,500 a year. Since the passing of 
the law thirteen municipalities have 
taken advantage of its powers and 
are subsidizing such a qualified 
man. 

The Provincial Legislature went 
further than this. It gave power to 
the municipality to submit a by-law 
to the voters of the district empow- 
‘ering them to engage a qualified 
practitioner at a salary of $5,000 a 
year at full time. Nineteen munici- 
palities have already engaged quali- 
fied medical men under these powers 
and more are considering the scheme. 
The cost of the scheme works out at 
about $3.85 for every farm of 160 
acres for a year’s medical service. 
One municipality has also engaged a 
qualified nurse who attends all nor- 
mal maternity cases for nine days 
and for longer * so ordered by the 
doctor.

Canada’s Fish Export 


Value Last Year Was Nine Times — 


More Than Imports 

There aren't very many corners of 
the world where Canadian fish in one 
form or another is not sold, Last year 
Canadian fish and fish products found 
markets virtually all over the world 
and accounted for nearly $36,000,000 
of the export totals in the Dominion’s 
trade returns. Canada’s exports of 

- fisheries products in. 1929 amounted 
in value to more than nine times the 
imports. . 

The exports vary from frozen 
smelts and canned sardines to canned 
whale meat, but the biggest single 
item, in point of value is canned gal- 
‘mon, virtually all of it from the 
great canning industry of British 
Columbia. In 1929 nearly 61 million 
pounds of Canadian canned salmon 
aere sold abroad, with the sales 
representing $8,865,000 in value. Aus- 


tralia and New Zealand were pur-| 


chasers to the amount of more than 
‘$2,700,000. Sales to the United King- 
dom had a value of $1,780,000, in 
round figures, while purchases by 
France totalled $1,709,000 and Italy 
took canned salmon to the value of 
$738,000. About twenty-five or thirty 
countries were buyers,

Advice ta Connection With 
Fall Planting 

If they have not already. been 
planted, the Bearded Iris should now 
be ordered and planted in well pre- 
pared ground. Old specimens which 
are crowded should be taken up and 
divided, and the young healthy rhi- 
zomes replanted while the old central 
portion should be discarded. In plant- 
ing an iris the rhizome should not be 
covered with earth, but left at the 
surface of the soll, but the roots 
should be made firm in the ground. 

In September, 1929, at the Central 
Experimental Farm, part of the new 
Rock Bordef was ready for planting

and many seedlings that had been | 


grown in cold frames weré trans- 
planted. It is quite noticeable how 
much better these plants have grown 
than those that were not planted until 
October. The seeds should be sown in 


pots in May and the seedlings prick- 
ed out into cold frames when large 
‘enough to handle. 

Peonies also should be divided and 
replanted in September. The old 
stools should be dug up, the _ soil 
washed off and the roots divided. For 
garden purposes each division should 
have three or four eyes. The soil 
should be deeply dug and ifsit is not 
very rich some bone meal and sheep 
manure should be added. The plants 
should be about four feet apart and 
just deep enough that the crowns are 
covered with two inches of earth and 
no more. Too deep planting is consid- 
ered to be one of the chief causes of 
the non-blooming of peonies. 

At the Central Experimental Farm 
the spring flowering bulbs are plant- 
ed at the end of September. Besides 
the well known Tulips and Narcissus 
some of the other beautiful bulbous 
plants should be grown, such as— 

Chionodoxa—Glory of the ~—. 
blue. 

Crocus in variety — Yellow, white 
and purple.

‘The Children . ‘'s Charter 


Mankind Owes To the Child the Best 
That It Gan Give 

With the ringing of the thousands 
of school bells in city and country or 
over prairie and in the back of be- 
yond, the youth of Canada resumes 
its education with the opening of the 
fal} term in September. . 

It may not be generally known 
that our children have a Charter all 
to themselves, solemnly adopted by 
the League of Nations, in September, 
1924, in ‘the interests of the children 
of all nations, recognizing that man- 
kind owes to the child the best that 
it has to give, declare and accept it 
as their duty that, regardless of all 
considerations of race, nationality, 
and creed: 

1—"The Child must be given the 
means. requisite for its normal de- 
velopment, both materially and spirit- 
ually. 

2.—The Child that is hungry must 
be fed, if sick he must be nursed, if 
backward, must be helped. The delin- 
quent child must be reclaimed, and 
the orphan and the waif must be 
sheltered and succored. 

8.—The Child must be the first to 
receive relief in times of distress. 

4.—The Child must be put in a 
position-:to earn a livelihood, and 
must be protected from every form 
of exploitation. 

5.—The Child must ‘be brought up 
in the consciousness that its talents 
must be devoted to the service of its 
fellowmen. 

Such is the Charter, and among 
the many great societies seeking to 
serve Childhood today, stands the 
“Junior Red Cross” with its royal 
motto “TI serve,”

Bryant, K.C.,, Minister of Public 
Works for Saskatchewan, speaking; 
at a directors’ luncheon of the Cana 
dian National Exhibition in Toronto 

Western farmers resent the cug 
gestion that the pool will crash, sai’ 
Mr. Bryant, and those who expect it 
to be ruined by the “bootlegging” of 
wheat to non-pool elevators for high- 
er prices simply do not know tho 
temper of the farmer. 

“Saskatchewan expects every mao 
to do his duty,” added the western 
minister. “We are going: to take ou 
hats off to the past and our coat 
off for the future!" 

Mr. Bryant reviewed*the progr« 
of his province from 1901, when it 
population was only 91,000, to th 
present day with its 900,000 people 
It has ‘the greatest unbroken aren of 
wheat land in the world, he said, and 
although less than half of this is 
under cultivation, the province 
served by 8,000 miles of railway ‘and 
produces. 55 per cent, of the grain 
total of Canada. 

A World's Grain Show and Co:- 
gress will meet at Regina in 1922, 
announced Mr. Bryant, with a total 
prize list of $200,000. In the wheat 
contests alone, $80,000 Will be award- 
ed. Entries will be judged on 4 
scientific basis,. with the co-opera- 
tion of agricultural colleges and 
government experimental 
throughout Canada. Interest has° 
been awakened in 84 countries of the 
world, said the western minister, and 
entries are © already beginning to ar- 
rive. 

After datide the record of Sas- 
katchewan farmers at Chicago, 
where they have won 10 world’s 
championships in wheat between the 
years of 1910 and. 1929, Mr. Bryant 
challenged the farmers of Ontario 
to enter their products in contests 
at the Regina meeting. Althcugh 
the World's Grain Show and Con- 
gress is still two years away, it is 
time to prepare for it, he suggested.

Sir John A, Simon Explains Difficul- 
ties To Audience In Washington 


Sir John A. Simon, head of Great 


Britain’s Indian statutory commis- |. 


sion, expressed hope, in a speech at 
Washington, for ‘some way of ad- 
vance” on the India problem. 

Stressing difficulties of the past, 
the British statesman asked for 
United States sympathy “in keeping 
with the United States sense of fair 
play.” ’ 

This’ third visit to the United 
States, Sir John said, has impressed 
him once more with this country’s 
“abounding vitality.” 

“I cannot se@ that this has been 
affected by economic conditions,” he 
added. 

The tall, blue-eyed visitor, one. of 
England’s leading Liberals, in 
‘Washington as one of a party of 
guests of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, discussed “the enormous 
task” in India. 

“There is. no division of ¢pladon 
in England on our -policy in India,” 
he said. “It is, as stated in the law 
of 1919, the gradual development of 
self-governing institutions with a 
view to the progressive realization of 
responsible government in India.” 

- The two great difficulties, Sir John 
said, are that the vast mass of In- 
dians are villagers, living their lives 
with customs entirely different from 
those of “the educated, political min- 
ority,” and thdt India is composed of 
“so many mixed elements that 
America’s mixture is the palest re- 
flection.” 

Ultimate solution of the problem, 
Sir John believes, “will not be a mere 
imitation of the representative, gov- 
ernment British and Americans have 
worked out for themselves,” 

He declared an effort to transport

Number Of Mentally Deficient People 
In Canada Increasing 

The number of insane and ,mental- 
ly deficient people in Canadian men- 
tal institutions, exclusive of private 
hospitals, shows an increase of 1,334 
persons over last year, according to 
this month’s bulletin of the Canadian 
National Committee of Mental Hy- 
giene. The total number of insane and 
mentally deficient people who are fil- 
ling these institutions is at present 
29,579. 

Their cost to the country, the bul- 
letin points out, is greater than that 
of war pensions and totals $16,820,745 
a year, This, however, is simply the 
cost of upkeep of institutions and 
does not take into account the money 
spent by private individuals on in- 
sane people who are in private hos- 
pitals, Nor does it include the loss to 
the country which results from keep- 
ing a large group of people unpro- 
ductive, 

The tendency of social service 
workers and mental hygiene special- 
ists at the present time is to pay 
more attention to signs of mental de- 
ficiency in its very early stages. Spe- 
cial education is in many instances 
being given to, children who show 
signs of it and more care is taken to 
prevent diseases of which it is fre- 
quently the outcome. Several of the 
provinces of Canada receive financial 
help from their governments toward 
this end.

system of scoring by the tour 
formula. 

The major trophy carries with it a 


first prize of $2,500, with $9,500 
divided among the succeeding nine 
that finish. No monetary prize is 
offered with the smaller trophy. 

The Edsel B. Ford trophy is a 
magnificent example of the trophy- 
designer’s art, and it represents the 
highest victory attainable by the 
commercial ‘plane in America. It 
may be competed for only by com- 
mercial "planes entered by bona fide 
manufacturers, and if it be won by 
the same manufacturer three years in 
succession, it becomes his permanent 
possession. The holder may determine 
then whether it shall be competed 
for again in a similar contest. 

Three successive winnings of the 
Great Lakes trophy also give perma- 
nent possession. It is possible of 
course for the same manufacturer to 
win both trophies, but the second 
trophy has been offered as a special 
award to the smaller, sport type 
‘planes, similar to that. manufactured 
by its donors in Cleveland. 

The fact that Waco can win the 
major trophy permanently this year, 
and the additional element of contest 
introduced among pilots of sport 
‘planes powered with 510 cubic inch 
engines, is likely to make this the 
most hotly contested tour yet staged. 
Some important changes in the 
formula by which the contestants 
will be scored, are also designed to 
put more of the aspect of competi- 
tion on the tour.

German Tourists Are Now Flocking 
To French Capital 

‘ No sooner had the French evacuat- 
ed the Rhine land than an army of 
Germans invaded Paris, with ‘this 
decided difference—the French were 
soldiers; the Germans were tourists.

Wild Ducks Not Decreasing _ 


Number Is Quite Up To Average 
This Year 

Wild ducks and geese appear to be 
quite up to the average numbers this 
year, according to the game branch 
of the Department of Labor, Railways 
and Industries. On the deeper bodies 
of water these birds are more nu- 
merous this year than ordinarily ow- 
ing to the fact that most of the 
smaller sloughs have dried up. 

In some quarters farmers report- 
ed damage to their crops from the 
feeding activities of wild ducks. A 
number of requests were received to 
permit shooting to prevent further 
damage. It is pointed out by .the 
game branch that, although it is 
permissible to shoot to frighten the 
birds, the only source from which 
permission to kill game out of sea- 
son can be obtained is from the Min- 
ister of the Interior at Ottawa. There 
is nO case on record of this permis- 
sion having been granted. 

The open season for ducks and 
geese opens September 15 every year. 
There is no open season for prairie 
chickens and ruffed grouse this year. 
Hungarian partridges may be shot 
during the month of October. Badg- 
ers and foxes come this year under 
the list of game protected for the
